New York, April 16.—[(Special Constitu- 
tion Interview with Mr. Cleveland.]—The 
New York Sun today published a sensational 
article to the effect that ex-President Cleve- 
Yand was undergoing a special treatment in-. 
vented by Dr. Schweninger, of Germany, for 
gedatcing his flesh. 

It was asserted that Mr. Cleveland was gain- 
ing in weight at the rate of twenty-five pounds 


9 month, and that both he and his friends were 
seriously alormed at his condition. 


THE CONSTITUTION CALLS ON CLEVELAND. 


According to instructiqns from Tuer Con- 


~ grrruTioN, I called at Mr. Cleveland’s office 


this afternoon. 
Tho ex-president’s appearance certainly 
did not bear out the statement that he is 


* yapidly increasing in weight. If anything, he 


weighs less now than when he left the white 
house, and his face has a very healthy color. 

“T have not,”’ said Mr. Cleveland, ‘‘seen the 
article to which THE CONSTITUTION refers, 
and ifappears nowhere else but in the Sun 
there is not the least chance of my seeing it. 
Of course, the entire thing is a lie, without the 
slightest pretext to excuse it.” 

Is DANA CRAZY? 

“J judge from what you say that the vener- 
able editor of the Sun supposes that he has at 
last hit upon a subject which can be used to 
anno; me. In this he is mistaken. He must 
be his own judge of social decencies and pro- 
prieties. I am not sure that he should, at his 
time of life and in his apparently peculiar 
mental condition. be molested in his amuse- 
qment.”’ 

MR. CLEVELAND’S NEW YORK LIFE. 

Continuing, Mr. Cleveland said that he had 
endeavored, since coming to the city to reside, 
to mind his own business. He had not tried 
to force himself into prominence, 
and had, in fact, courted the 
retirement of private life. If 
he should aecept all the invitations for social 
enjoyment, he would have to abandon his law 
practice, and he had decided not toaccept any. 
Mr. Cleveland said he had been treated with a 
great deal of kindness and consideration by 
the people of the city, and he appreciated it 
thoroughly. 

AN INDIGNANT PROTEST. 

“T do not care,’’ said Mr. Cleveland, ‘‘how 
much I am criticized for any public acts. 
That is perfectly legitimate, and I recognize 
the right of every man to differ on public 
questions. 

“There is a line, it seems to me, where critic- 
dsm and abuse should stop. The man whoin- 
vades the privacy of a family, and indulges in 
coarse and wanton attacks on private citizens 
is no better than a highwayman. 

‘*He places himself on the level of the black- 
guard, and his vulgarities can have no weight 
with decent people.” 

‘AN OLD LIAR AND THIEF.”’ 
Regarding the frequent personal attacks upon 
himse!f in the columns of the Sun, Mr. Cleve- 
land said that, while he never saw them,every 
time one appeared, a dozen cranks, more or 
Yess, would write to him about it. 


“Whenever I receive these cards and 
fetters,’’ said Mr. Cleveland. “I know that 


the senile old liar and thief, Dana, has been at 
at again. 

“That is the only way I keep track of his 
mental ravings. The object, I suppose, is to 
@nnoy his and my friends.”’ 

MR. CLEVELAND SPEAKS FOR HIS WIFE. 

“There is only one thing,’? Mr. Gleveland 
Tesumed, and a tender expression lit up his 
face, “that I care anything about in these 
attacks. They are not confined to myself. It 
®@eems that the senile old Dana does not con- 
fine his warfare to men. Women are 
not free from his dastardly assaults. 
Mrs. Cleveland has not escaped. It is bad 
enough for Dana to print his lying statements 
Tegarding myself, but it is infinitely more cow- 
ardly and dastardly for him to include, as he 
has done, my wife in his attacks. Nothing 
could be more contemptible or so far removed 
from all instincts of manhood. 

Mr. Cleveland spoke with considerable feel 
ing in referring to the unwarranted use that 
had been made of Mrs. Cleveland’s name by 
the editor of the Sun. 

DANA’S AGE PROTECTS HIM. 

“There was no language,” he said, “strong 
enough to characterize the conduct of such a 
man. If Dana was not in his dotage, with 
‘one foot in the grave, his senile ravings would 
attract more attention. The public are dis- 
posed to look with some leniency upon @ man 
Who had mental paresis. That was all that 
‘Saved Dana from being held to a strict ac- 
@ountability for his atrocious conduct.”

FREE COINAGE, 


The Proposition Will Be Made if the Re- 
publicans Do Not Agree Soce, 


Wasnineton, April 16.—The house repnb- 
lican committee on the silver question held a 
meeting this morning and heard the report of 
the sub-committee appointed to confer with 
the sub-committee of the senate republican 
committee, with a view of coming to some 
agreement as a basis for the passage of the 
silver bill. 

The sub-committee reported it been had 
agreed that the bill should provide for the pur- 
chase of four and a half million ounces of silver 
every month, certificates issued in a roma 
thereof to be redeemable in lawful money. 
At first, it is said, the members of the full 
committee were inclined to accept and adopt 
this basis and voted to do so. Afterwards, 
however, in discussing the manner of redeem- 
ing the certificates a sentiment developed in 
favor of making them redeemable in bullion. 
This proposition was advocated by the major- 
ity of the committee, and the su mmittee 
was instructed to again confer with the senate 
sub-committee and endeavor to induce them 
to agree to provide for the redemptian of the 
certificates in accordance with the views of the 
house committee, the meeting of the two 
sub-committees to be held this afternoon for 
that purpose. 


A BIG RAILROAD STRIKE 


In Process of Formation in the Pittsburg 
Yards. 


PitTsBuRG, Pa., April 16.—[Special.]—The 
strike of the yardmen and roadmen on the 
railroads leading into Pittsburg has been prac- 
tically commenced. 

About twenty-five union and non-union men 
have quit work in the Pennsylvania yards,and 
in all the yards there are about two thousand 
who have left. 

A list of ten grievances has been given 
to every company now. Superintendent Starr, 
of the Fort Wayne road, sayshe will not 
treat with any persons except his own men. 
The Pennsylvania and Pittsburg and Western 
road officials have expressed themselves in 
similar terms, and the men are exceedingly in- 
dignant. They say that three days is enough 
time for the railroads to decide the matter,and 
a general strike may be expected at any hour. 

Very likely five hundred men more willleave 
work today, although no orders to do so have 
been received. A meeting was held and pro- 
tracted until a late hour this morning, and it 
will doubtless be decided to go on a strike 
within twenty-four hours. 

At the present hour it appears that the move- 
ment will assume colossal proportions, and that 
the strike will go toa limit heretofore not 
thought possible, and that the bloody scenes of 
1877 may be repeated. —

The Carpenters’ Strike in Indianapolis. 


INDIANAPOLIS, April 16.-—-The carpenters’ 
strike is on in earnest today, and the condi- 
tions are fair for a long, bitter fight. The sit- 
uation is changed by a meeting of contractors 
held last night, at which resolutions were 
passd offering i, aearge per hour asthe stand- 
ard price for the best workmen from now until 
November ist next, and nine hours work, and 
the same wages until the Ist of April, with 
eight hours work. No attention whatever was 
paid by the contractors to the journeymen’s 
request that a committee be appointed to con- 
fer with the union’s committee. After sign- 
ing the agreement, the contractors unani- 
mously decided not to take any further notice 
of the strike, and not hold any meeting until 
April 29th. .; 

The Big Strike in Chicago. 

Cut1caGco, April 16.—The embargo placed by 
the striking carpenters on the building — 
tions continues effective, Tne veto on labor 
extends not only to their own craft, but now 
embraces nearly all the trades employed in 
architectual work. At the close of work last 
evening, a great majority of the bricklayers, 
ee WES ie lathers, painters and plumbers were 

aid off indefinitely. There was no more 

work for them. All lines of work had reached 
the stopping place, beyond which they could 
not go witheut the assistance of the carpen- 
ters. Nothing wasdoing today. The ‘‘bosses’’ 
did not attempt to start up work. 


Ten Hours a Day’s Work. 

PortsmoutH, N.H., April 16.—The -em- 
ploying carpenters, masons, bricklayers, paint- 
ers and plumbers last night decided that ten 
hours should constitute a day’s work. This 
morning when Anderson &Jenkins, carpen- 
ters, informed their men of the result of the 
meeting they left work ina body. This noon 
carpenters employed by William A. Hodgson, 
and painters emp he by W. J. Sampson & 
Co., quit work. These firms employed the 
largest number of men in the city in their re- 
cary lines. Indications point toa general 
strike.

AGAINST THE SUB-TREASURY SCHEME. 

Judge Stewart, of Georgia, went up fo see 
Secretary Windom this morning to talk with 
him about the feasibility of the sub-treasury 
scheme. Mr. Windom told him very frankly ) 
that the scheme was utterly impracticable and | 
visionary. He said that no money, even 
though it had the government stamp on it, 
would be acceptable to business men unless it 
be founded on the precious metals. That any 
money founded on produce, which fluctuated 
at the will of speculators, must of itself be of 
such varying value as to be impossible in 
financial transactions. He did not consider 
the scheme wortey of serious consideration. 

SENATOR COLQUITT SPEAKS. 

In speaking- of the political situation, as it 
exists in congress and in the country at pres- 
ent, Senator Colquitt said today: 

“‘Party lines more rigidly drawn; sectional 
agitation nrore embittered than at any time 
since 1873. It seems to be the purpose of the 
republican party to perpetuate its power and 
ascendancy at any cost. Hence, it does not 
hesitate to sustain Speaker Reed in his arbi- 
trary rulings; hence, against law, reason and 
justice, it expels democratic members from 
the house of representatives and admits re- 
publican contestants to seats in the senate. 
Every opportunity is seized to influence the 
passions and prejudices of the people of the 
north, They are to act as though they had no 


common interests or sympathies .with the j 
south, and that their power is advanced. by» 


our weakness and their fame exalted by our 
degradation. 

‘The republican party feels that their power 
is waning. The recent elections proclaim it. 
The movement of the whole country is from 
the republican party. It has lost the confi- 
dence of the country. The recent elections in 
which the democrats have triumphed are said 
to have turned on localissues. This is to.some 
extent true, but they nevertheless show the 
political undercurrent. These results have 
alarmed and excited the republican leaders.

From the pres- 
ent signs nothing is more certain than that 
the democracy will carry the next congress 
and the presidential election of 1892,”’ 

GEORGIA TOPICS IN THE CAPITAL. 

The Savannah harbor gets a $350,000 ap- 
propriation in the river and harbor bill to 
be reported to the house tomorrow.

Edmund C. Weeks was today nominated as 
marshal for the northern district of Florida.

He was at one time lieutenant- 
goverfior of the state. As marshal, he will 
succeed Jobn R. Mizell, who resigned the 
office almost immediately after his confirma- 
nate.

The majority report says: 

The exact effect upon the revenues of the gov- 
ernment of the proposed bill is difficult of ascer- 
tainment. That there wil! be a substantial redue- 
‘tion, as we shall show, admits of no doubt. It is 
not belicved that the increase of duties upon wools 
and woolen goods and upon glassware will have the 
effect of increasing the revenues. That would, of 
course, follow if the importations of the last fiscal 
year were hereafter to be maintained, which, how- 
ever, is altogether improbable. The result will be 
that importations will be decreased, and, there- 
fore, the amount of revenue collected from these 
sources will be diminished. In every case of in- 
creased duty, except that imposed upon tin plate, 
which does not go into effect until July 1, 1391, 
and upon linen tabrics,the effect will be toreduce, 
rather than enlarge the revenues, because the im- 
portation will fall off. It was the aim of the com- 
mittee to fix duties upon that class of manufac- 
tured goods and farm products ich can be 
Supplied at home so as to discourage the use of 
like foreign goods and products, and secure to our 
own people and our own producers a home oe 
beheving that competition among ourselves wil 
secure reasonable prices to consumers in the fu- 
ture as it has invariably done in the past. We 
seek by increased duties recommended not only 
to maintain, but to enlarge our own manufactur- 
ing plants and chéck those supplies from abroad 
which can be profitably produced at home. The 
ral policy of to foster and promote 

rican production and diversification of 
American indastry:. We have not been so much 
concerned about prices of articles we consume, as 
we have been to a system of home pro- 
duction that shall give renruneration to do- 
mestic producers and fair wes to American 
workmen, and by increased ction and home 
competion insure fair prices to consumers.

The committee, responding, as it believes, to the 
sentiment of the country and the recommenda- 
tions of the president, submit what they consider 
to beajustand equitable revision of the tariff, 
which, while preserving that measure of protec- 
tion which is required for ‘our industria! inde- 
pendence, will secure a reduction of the revenue 
both from customs and internal revenue sources, 
We have not looked alone to the reduction of the 
revenue, but have kept steadily in view the inter- 
ests of our producing classes, and have been ever 
mindful of that which is due to our political con- 
ditions, our labor, and the character of out citi- 
zenship. We have realized that the reduction of 
the duties below the difference between the cost of 
labor and production in me countries and 
our own, would result either in the abandonment 
ol much of our manufacturing’ here, or ina de- 
rression of our labor. Either result would bring 
aisaster, the extent of which no one can 
measure. We have recommended no duty above 
the point of difference between the normal cost 
of production here, including labor and the cost 
of like produc#ion in countries which seek our 
markets, nor have we hesitated to give this meas 
ure of duty, even though it involved an increase 
over the present rates and showed an advance of 
percentages and advalorem equivalent. 

We have not sought to make a uniform rate of 
duty upon all imported articles. This would have 
been manifestly, unjust and equitable. 

The committee closes its argument upon the 
eneral subject of the tariff by a quotation 
rom the last annual message of the president, 

and then proceeds to discuss the details of the 
bill. Of chemicals it says that many, uot pro- 
duced in the United States, are placed on the 
ree list to benefit consumers. The result is a 
emission of $876,304 in duties. Earthen 
dnd chinaware remain without mate- 
rial change, but a change has been 
recommended on glass to es 
for high labor, cost and to prevent the destruc- 
tion of foreign competition. 

In case of wool, the report cites figures as an 
evidence of the alarming decline in produc- 
tion, and say thatan advance of duties has 
been recommended, which, it is believed, will 
afford ample protection to the wool growing 
farmers. The committee believes that the 
United States should produce all of the wool it 
consumes, and that with adequate defensive 
legislation, it will do so.

With a view to increasing the number of gainful 
occupations open to the tarmer, the committee 
has recommended a bounty to the growers of silk. 
Preference is made in the report to successtul ex- 
periments in silk culture of the department of 
agriculture, which, it is said, fully warrants the 
belief that the industty ia entire’y practicable in 
many States. As a duty of one dolar a pound 
would be required to protect Amer.can silk reels, 
the committze has decided that so high 
a duty would embarrass the silk 
weaving interests without sufficient 
reasen and to secure the industry a3 speedily as 
poasibic offers the necessary differential of bounty 
of $1 per pound, or about 20 per cent of protection 
on reeled silk. The report says: 

“To uce our annual impertations of reeled 
silk will require 14,000 basins and give work to 

sons in different branches of the 

y. produce the cocoons necessary to 

supply the silk will give’temporary Lut remuner- 

ative employment to families of half a million 
farmers every season.” 

To encourage the production of cocoons 
and give direct encouragement 
to producers, the comunittee has 
also provided a bounty of seren cents per 
pound on fresh cocoons, and these bounties are 
to continue for ten years. 

Of the internal revenue sections, the com- 
mittee, after reciting them, says that it has 
recommended the repeai of all statutes impos- 
ing restrictions ys on farmers and growers of 
tobacco, so that they may sell with freedom. 

In conclusion, the report says: 

The advance of duties on agricultural products 
would increase revenues if the imports continue 
to be as large as during the last year. But as they 
are for the most part articles which this country 
can produce to the extent of our 
wants the increased duty will § re- 
duce importations eo that the revenues 
will not be increased and our farmers will hold 
their own markets. The same result will follow 
in other cases of increase and where the revenue 
is in special cases inc the increase will 
far less than is indicated by a computation ° based 
on theory that importations will coatinue as large 
as under lower duties. 

The Minority Report. 


The minority report is signed by all of the 
five democratic members of the committe. It 


begins with the following statement: 

Upon the question of collecting such revenue 
from duties on imported goods as may be neces- 
sary to pay the whole or partof the cost of con- 
ducting the government when economically ad- 
ministered, we are now at rting. of ways. 
Whether such taxes shall be maposed upon 

for the primary *y porpose 

or the payment of ordinary 
public debts, or be imposed fer the purpose 
creasing the cost of production and prices of cer- 
tain articles of domestic consumption, is a ques- 
tion upon which there is an irreconcilable differ- 
ence of opinion between the two great political 
parties of the country, and this question in its 
plainest form is directly presented for considera- 
tion the bill repor by the majority and 
mingrity, representing for the time being. One 
of these parties contends for the principle of just 
and equal taxation upon all, according to their 
ability to bear the burden, while the majority, 
representing the other party, has, in this bill, 
thoroughly committed itself to the policy of un- 
just and unequal taxation of many for the benetit 
ofafew. We are as anxious asthe majority can 
ossibly be to promote and encourage American 
ndustries, and advance the interests of American 
laborers, and those who impute to us any other 
purpoze or design, either misunderstand or mis- 
represent our position. But we believe that both 
these objects can be accomplished by reducing the 
burdens of taxation, and not by increasing them, 
and that the benefits thus secured will be iar more 
permanent and far more satisfactory to those di- 
rectly concerned than any supposed advantage 
that can result froma different policy. 

The minority declare that Daniel Webster's 

ropheey in his great Faneuil hall speech 

as been verified. His words were pro- 
phetic. The prolonged discussion before the 
committee + durin the present session 
was not between individuals and corporations 
who receive taxes and the consumers who pay 
them, for very few of these were heard, but be- 
tween representatives of various protective in- 
dustries, each class contending for higher rates 
on its own products, or for lower rates on pro- 
ducts of others. Except in cases where combina- 
tions are made between interested parties, the 
conflict continued as long as the bill remained in 
the committee and the majority, after months of 
patient and laborious investigation, has been able 
to satisfy a part only of the demands made upon 
it. The only remedy is to remove, as far as possi- 
bie, the ertificial burdens and restrictions, and

According to the statements made before the 
committee the protected industries of the count 
have never been at any time in our history in suc 
a depressed and discouraging condition as they 
are now. After nearly thirty years of continuous 
protection by government taxation for 
their support, a great many of them are 
reported to be on the very verge of bankruptcy 
and ruin, while very few of them, according to 
the testimony, are yielding fair profit upon the 
capital invested. A great many of the parties en-

ON TRIAL FOR THE KILLING OF 
a ee “ ALRGOoD. _ ' 


A Graphic Description of an Interview With 
Algood Just Previens tothe Killing— 
Colonel Hammond Present. 


Rome,Ga., April 16 —{Special.]}—The second 
day of the Holmes trial opened with no abate- 
ment of interest. The state had gotten well 
into its evidence and was rapidly reaching the 
culmination of its prima facie case. That, of 
course, was expected. The issue was to come 
later on to the justification. 

The courthouse was packed as before, but 
this morning Mrs. Holmes sat by her hu band. 
She was in deep mourning, and her face 
showed the lines of sorrow. On either side 
of them were the counsel for the de- 
fense, with whom Dr. Holmes was in constant 
consultation. Mrs. Holmes occasionally spoke 
with him, and when the blood-stained tablet 
was put in evidence, she leaned forward and 
earnestly scanned the memorandum her dead 
brother had made.a half hour before bis 
death. 
THE FACTS ABOUT AGREED ON. 

There was little dispute of the actual 
facts of the tragedy, and there was little cross- 
examination. The counsel for the defense 
rely upon a long chain of evidence, 
which, they say, will show Mr. 
Algood’s = ill will to Dr. Holmes 
since 1887, when he made the first threat 
against the doctor’s life to Mr. Percy Magnus 


in Atlanta. . 

By 10 o’clock the state had closed its case for 
the present. The most important evidence 
was that of several witnesses who testified 
as to the time between the 
first and second shot and _ described 
Mr. Algood’s position at the moment he re- 


ceived the second fire. 

Charles M. Seay, a son of Captain John J. 
Seay, was the first of these witnesses. 

That this testimony may be understood, it is 
necessary to oxplain that the Armstrong hotel 
’ is on Howard street, which is at right angles 
to and runs into Broad streeta hundred feet 
from the westend of the Armstrong hotel. 
The hundred feet between this end of the 
hotel and Broad street is occupied by a hard- 
ware store. At the end of the store adjoining 
the hotel isa small hardware sign over the 
side door. At the other end of the hotel is 
Dr. Holmes’s oflice, and midway between is 
the front entrance of the hotel. In the hotel, 
between the hardware store and the 
frent entrance, is a barber shop, 
and on the west side of the front entrance is 
the little reading or writing room of the hotel. 
The office of Dr. Holmes,at the east end of the 
hotel, is at the corner of Howard and East 
First street, where the Holmes carriage came 
the moment before the tragedy, and turned 
in toward Howard alongside the pavement in 
front of the doctor's: office. 

THE TESTIMONY OF SEAY. 

Charlie Seay teitified that he was talk- 
ing with friends opposite the writing 
room when he heard the report of agun. He 
turned toward Dr. Holmes’s office and saw 
dying on the pavement what he took to bea 
man. He was lying on the pavement in the 
@hadew of a coupe that stood between the 
object and the electric light. He heard four 

and then a second _— shot. 

first shot he walked toward 

the object quickening his pace toa run as he 

saw what it was. He had passed the last 

pilaster of the hotel portico when he heard the 

second shot. The distance he ran he estimates 
at fifteen or twenty steps. 

When the state’s counsel asked Mr. Seay to 
imitate the groans he did so with such success 
as to send a thrill of horrcr through those who 


heard it. 
AN UNEARTHLY SOUND. 

Mr. Ed. Calclough the next witness heard 
only one cry which he said was an unearthly 
sound he could not imitate. It indicated pain. 

Mr. Bossell who was with the other two 
witnesses testified as to the two shots, the in- 
tervals between which he estimated at ten sec- 
onds. He said the cry after the second shot 
was something like, oh! but continuous. It 
was not exactly a ery of surprise, It indicated 
that the person was badly wounded. 

Charley Seay. on cross-examination, said he 
could not describe with accuracy the condition 
of the fallen man between the shots, as 
he was in the shadow of the car 
riage, but he said that the man. sat on 
the sidewalk, with his right hand resting on 
the sidewalk. 

Mr. Steel, superintendent of Trion factory, 
identitied the handwriting on the blood-stained 
tablet as thatof Mr. Algood. He also identi- 
fied a letter written to Mr. Algood after a 
family conference. 

THE CASK FOR THE DEFENSE. 


When the state closed this morning, Judge 
Branham rose and began the case for the de- 
Jense by stating what they expect to prove. 
This statement lasted an hour and ten min- 
utes. He said they expected to show that 
Algood threatened Dr Holmes’s life in 1987 


to Mr. Percy Magnus and reiterated it to Mr. 
R. T. Armstrong in December, 1887, and again 
in 1889, at the reunion of the blue and gray 
at Crawfish Springs; that on the eve of his 
departure for home cn the fatal afternoon of 
the 20th of January, he told the depot agent 
that he wouid either puta man in a coffin or 
come backina coffin himself; that on the 
train down he repeated the threat in another 
form to Mr. Bill Switch; that he flourished 
the pistol while talking to Hugh Parks in Dr. 
Hojimes’s office a few minutes before the 
tragedy, saying in reply to Parks’s appeal for 
a peaceful settlement, ‘‘No, Iam going to set- 
tle it this way, and with this.” And fiially, 
that asthe carriage wheels were heard, he 
turned to the door, saying: ‘There 
comes the d——d scoundrel now. I 
will wait for him,”’ and put 
his hands on his pistol in his right hip pocket. 

When this statement which covered the 
whole case was finished, Percy Magnus was 
put on the stand. 

Colonel Hammond objected on the ground 
that they sought to prove an uncommunicated 
threat made two years anda half before the 
tragedy.§ 

Judge Branham said an uncommunicated 
threat was admissible to corroborate communi- 
cated threats. 

The question was argued further for the 
defense by Captain Featherstone, who also 
made the point that the uncommunicated 
threat was admissible as part of a chain of 


evidence, showing a continuous breach between F 


Mr. Algood and Dr. Holmes, from 1887 « the 
fatal moment. In reply toJudge Branham’s 
point of admissibility in corroboration of com- 
anunicated threats, Colonel! Hammond said no 
sucty¥ threats had been proven, 

Judge Branham said he supposed that 
would be admitted, but he would waive Mag- 
nus’s testimony for the present and prove the 
commanicated threat by Mr. R. T. Armstrong. 

MR. ARMSTRONG TESTIFIES. 

After the noon recess Mr. Armstrong 
testified that between the 10th and 20th 
of December, 1887,.he had a conversation with 
D. F. Algood in front of Dougiass’s livery 
stable, in which Algood said that Holmes had 
been interferring in his business, and had been 
trying to get him out ef the presidency of Trion

“On the day of t 
Army of the Cumberland at Crawfish Springs,. 
Mr. Algood, Dr. Crouch and myself were to- 
gether, when Mr. Algood picked up a sheep’s 
foot, left overfrom the barbecue, and pnt it 
in young Dr. T. M. Holmes’s pocket. Dr. 
Holmes took it out, and threw it backward. 
It struck Mr. Algood in the face, and he: be- 
caine so enraged that it was all Crouch and I 
could do to keep him from oe Dr. 
Holmes. He said he wanted to whip him. I 
took Mr. Algood off and talked to him pri- 
vately, and he said he didn’t like the name of 
Holmes anyhow, and that d-——d scoundrel, 
Dr. Holmes, (J. B. S.) was meddling in his 
affairs, and he was going to killhim. I saw 
Dr. Holmes the next day and communicated to 
him.’’ 

J — Maddox then decided this testimony, 
with Dr. Holmes’s remark, to be admissible.

The language there 
was “d——d rascal,’’ and another epithet not 


fit for publication. 


AN IMPORTANT WITNESS. 

Hugh Parks, probably the most im- 
portant witness, was put on the stand 
about 3:30 o’clock, and was under fire two 
hours before court adjourned. He testified 
that he went to Dr. Holmes’s office at 7:20, 
met Mr. Wood there and saw Algood coming 
from the hotel entrance three to five minutes 
later. The interview then was as follows: ‘I 
said, hello, D. F., and he said ‘goodj evening, 
Hugh,’ rather coolly. I saw by the way the 
stick grated on the sidewalk that he was not 
natural. I walked over, shook his hand and 
asked him about his family. He turned to Dr. 
Holmes’s boy and said ‘Whereis Dr. Holmes?’ 
The boy started to reply; and I answered with 
him ‘Dr. Holmes has not come, his train is 
due at 5 o’clock and he must be left.’ 

‘We were then outside the door and I tried 
to engage himin conversation. He told the boy 
to ring up Dr. Holmes, and the boy was a lit- 
tle slow aboutit. D. F. said to him, ‘why in 
the h—1I don’t you mh yg ce ?? The boy then 
rang up some one and Mr. Algood went to the 
telephone. By the way, he spoke I supposed 
he was talking to Mrs. Cooper, his sister 
Alice. He asked through the telephone. 
‘Where is Dr. Holmes?’ And the next 
thing he asked was: ‘Where are you. going 
to have a meeting tonight?’ Then he came 
away from the telephone. He was very angry 
and said, ‘I will wait for him.’ I said, ‘D 
F., what meetings? You are not going to 
have any fuss here, surely.’ He said, “If 
Dr. Holmes had not been. such ad——d _ cow- 
ard he would have been herenow. Iam going 
to wait forhim. I havecome to settle this 
matter, and I will wait for him.’ I said, 
‘D. F., let’s settle this matter. You can’t 
afford to have trouble with your family. These 
are your sisters, and it is your mother and 
your brother-in-law, and I said: ‘I feel as 
much attached to your motheras my own. I 
came here from Mississippi, and she treated 
me like a mother, and I call her my Georgia 
mother. We can’t afford to have any 
difficulty, Let’s settle It?’ He 
said: ‘No, by God, I have 
come down here to settle it.’ I said, ‘D. F., 
sit down here, and let’s talk this matter over 
as kinsmen, as one who loves another. Let’s 
settle this matter without any difficulty.’ 
Finally he sat down. ‘Now,’I said, ‘D. F. 
buy out or sell out.’ My first proposition was 
for him to sell out, as I knew he was financially 
embarrassed, and I thought a liberal offer 
would -satisfy him. So said, ‘Put 
in @ good price and sell out. I 
know they will give it cheerfully.’ 
‘No,’ he says, ‘By God, I don’t propose to 
come out that way.’ Then I said: ‘D. F., 
buy out your sister, name the price, and you 
shall have it.’ ‘No, by God, Hugh,’ he said, 
rising; “‘I won’t come out that way. I have 
come to settle that matter.’ 

‘‘He pulied his. pistol, flourishing it, and 
said: ‘By °God, have come to 
settle this - matter. I will _ settle 
this way, I will settle it with this:’ 

‘‘He repeated it two or three times. He was 
enraged and unnatural, and I was alarmed at 
my own condition, forhe was dangerous.

Mr. Brown did as requested and .that night- 


wired his story of the trial to, Georgia’s great 
daily. May 
That story was the cause of the shooting. 

The story as printed in THE CONSTITUTION 
did not please Judge Dismuke and early this 
morning he soexpressed himself, asserting that 
it was wholly untrue. 

The judge knew that Mr. Brown had writ- 
ten the storyand when the two gentlemen 
came together the judge’s language to Mr. 
Brown was very abusive. 

Trouble, however, was prevented and ina 
short time Mr. Drewry sought Judge Dismuke, 
to whoin he made an explation. 

“That explanation,’’ says Mr. Drewery, ‘I 
thought corrected the wrong done in the re- 
port.” 

After the quarrel between the judge and 
journalist in the morning, Mr. Brown sent for 
Colonel Dismuke. 

The colonel, however, did not respond. 

Later in the day the two gentlemen came 
together and as they approached, Mr. 
Brown drew his pistol, and when 
within a few feet of the colonel began 
firing. Colonel Dismuke was carrying a cane, 
and as Mr. Brown came near began using it 
over that gentleman’s head. 

The report of the pistol attracted a crowd, 
and by them the combatants were separated. 

Then it was ascertained that Colonel Dis- 
muke-had been shot three times. 

And Mr. Brown had been badly used up 
with the cane. 

Both, men were taken to surgeons, who 
dressed the wounds. 

Colonel Dismuke’s wounds are not danger- 
ous but all three are painful. 

One ball took effect in the thigh, onein the 
hand and one in the left shoulder. 

Mr. Brown was terribly beaten up. 

The Phelan case, out of which this trouble 
grew, has been freely discussed on the streets 
today. Mr. Phelan went to his home in At- 
lanta last night, but returned here at 1 o’clock 
today for trial, accompanied by Messrs. Porter 
King, J. A. Colvin, Donald M. Baine, E. W. 
Martin and others. At 2 o’clock they appeared 
before Esquire J. F. Stillwell to answer the 
charge of doing business without a license, 
and failing to register with the ordinary. 

Owing to the absence of Colonel E. W. 
Hammond, leading prosecuting attorney, the 
cases were postponed until 9 o’clock tomorrow 
morning. 

There were two more warrants served on 
Mr. Phelen late this afternoon, the appear- 
ance bond being assessed at $200 and $300 
respectively in each case.

The list will be a Jong one when it is 
made complete. 

So it is safe to say that the eight mil- 
lion dollar total is too small. We are going 
to eclipse the record of any two, or possibly 
three years, in our history. 

The enthusiasm over this wonderful 
growth is not confined to Atlanta. It is 
spreading. People in other towns read the 
figures in Sunday’s paper, and inside of 
three days some of them turned property 
into cash, or drew their money from the 
bank, and. headed straight for Atlanta. 
Some of these outsiders purchased houses 
and lots here on the day of their arrival, 
and before the week is out will have new 
buildings under contract. 

Population, capital and enterprise will be 
rushing in all this year. This majestic leap 
forward of our city has impressed people 
more deeply than any amount of booming 
would have done. 

The most sanguine man with his liberal 
estimate is likely to fall short of the mark. 
This phenomenal progress will bring more 
in its wake than we dream of now. At 
this rate of speed there will be practically a 
new Atlanta here in a year or two!

Abandoned New England Farms, 

Commissioner A. B. Valentine, of Ver- 
mont, has been making a special inquiry 
into the number and extent of the aban- 
doned farms of the state, and an abstract of 
jhis report has been given out. In the towns 
from which returns have been received, 
there are at least one thousand abandoned 
farms, containing one hundred and eighteen 
thousand acres of land, that can be bought 
at prices ranging from $3 to $5 an acre.

with hay, easily ignited and highly inflainmma- 


Mr. Gammon’s stable was first, Mr. Tye’s 
followed a few hours later. 

Both are on cr near West Peters street. 

Yesterday morning, about 9:30 o’clock, an 
alarm was sent in from West Peters, beyond 
the railroad, and the blaze was located in the 
_gear-of the Cozart property. 

It was another stable, occupied by a Mr. 


Williams. 
The fire was confined to the hay and straw, 


and by the promptitude of the departinent 
was soon extinguished. 

About 2:30 o’clock an alarm came in from 
the came place, and the department again ex; 
tinguished the blaze with little damage. 

SUSPICIONS OF TILE POLICE. 
The fregnency of these tires, all of a similar 


nature and in the same locality, excited the 


suspicions of the police. : 

Sergeant Mike White proceeded to investi- 
gate the matter. He learned from some ladics 
living near the last fire that a white youth, 
gbont fourteen years old, had been seen near 
the stable, and that he came crt of it not two 
minutes before the alarm sounded. 

Just before the second alarm he was again 
geen near the stabie, acting suspiciousty. 
They gave a description of the boy, and Ser- 

nt White arrested a lad name B. K. Oakes 
and carried him to the stationhouse. 

There the boy was taken upstairs and asked 
about the fires, but he protested his innocence, 
gaying that he went into the stab’e, but that he 
gaw two negro boys in there, who ran as 
goon as they saw him. The boy said he 
knew nothing of the origin of the fire, and 
nothing could be got out of him concerning it. 

He was locked up and will be held fora 
further investigation of the facts in the case. 

- IT LOOKS LIKE INCENDIARISM. 

Chief Joyner’s suspicions were aroused by 
the frequent recurrence of these hay fires, 
and he is inclined to believe 
that theré is a gang of idle and malicious boys 
whoare doing the nefarious business. 

All the stable fires have criginated in some 
mysterious manner, and all of tBem have 
burst up suddenly from a pile of straw or hay. 

It is evidently the work of incendiaries, and 
looks like it is being done more for the simple 
love of malicious misschief than anything 
else. 

There can be no hope for gain, in the way of 
pilfering the burned buildings; but being 
situated in the center cf large blocks, detec- 
tion is extremely difficult, and it is thought 
that the boys sneak in there and sect them on 
fire simply to see them burn.

We left Palatka Monday morning on the 
steamer Okeehumkee, which runs between that 
point and Silver Springs. Our boat, which is 
built specially for the Ocklawaha, measures sev- 
enty feet in length by thirty in width, with stern 
heel. The cabin ts comfertable and roomy, 
admirably adapted to tourist travel. The 
crew is composed principally of negro deck 
hands, whose business it is to take a pole 
and «shove the steamer off from 
the bank should she run into 
it, which is very often done. 

When the little steamer turns her course for 
the Ocklawaha, leaving the great St. Johns in 
the rear, one thinks tliat she is to run into the 
goods, but on nearing the mouth a creex-like 
stream is noticed and she ploughs along, and 
$s soon surrounded by trees, from which 
branches lap over aud meet, make the scene of 
weird grandeur. As the little craft rounds the 
bends you wonder if she won't 
gun into the woods, but a bell signal to the 
engineer checks its slow speed to a motion that 
is almost a stop and the point is gained, when 
wepasson. The exhaust from the smoke- 
stack echos in the dim distance, through the 
thick forest, while an occasional wail or 
sereetch from some wild bird adds to the 
music so romantic, peculiar to 
the surroundings. Hours pass” and 
seem but as minutes. On the forward 
deck the sight-seers gather to ‘‘take in” every- 
thing. An occasional alligator is seen to swiin 
ust across the bow, or rest upon a dry spot. 

the broiling sun, slumbering and fearless, 
forithaslong been the rule on Ocklawaha 
boats never to allow passengers to shoot off a 
gun, or disturb this great curiosity, so famous 
on all Florida streams. 

With reluctance we give up our sight-seeing 

ition te answer the supper bell, and hurry 
through the weal that no strange sight will be 
lost. 
When we again reach the deck darkness has 
clouded the skies,and the echo becomes louder 
as the stillness of night grows deeper with the 
fleeting hours. 

The pilot house is on the hurricane deck. Two 
negroes stand. at the wheel while the captain 
sits on deck smokinga cigar, with ‘‘eyes front.’’

In that 
vessel a glowing fire is kept burning all night

ne would think thata locomotive headlight 
would be better on these steamers. The cap- 
tain informed us that the light must shine in 
all directions, hence the use of a pine fire. 
The bends in the river are so short that a loco- 
motive light could not be used quick enough 
in casting out its retlection, that the pilot 
might sce which way to steer his boat. 

A night on the Ocklawahais a sight worth 
living for to see. The first night out there 
Was 2 party of us on the upper deck. The 
little steamer ran soclose tothe river bank that 
the tree branches raked off our hats. The ne- 
gro on the pilot house spied two cranes roost- 
ing on a limb, and picking up a lightwood 
knot killed them both at one lick, when the 
bird fell at our feet. 

More than once did the steamerin trying to 
make a short bend, run into the woods, and 
have to be poled off by the deck hands. 
Whenever this was the case, there was a lis ely 
scrambie to see which would get into the 
cabin first. 

One hundred miles up the Ocklawaha we 
came to whatis known as the “sisters,’’ two 
large cypress trees grown up opposite to each 
other directly at the waters’ edge. Here 
we squeezed through with only about 
one feot on east side of the boat with which to 
get through. 

We retired at 3 o’clock in the morning, and 
at 9 woke up at Silver springs, our terminus. 

Several years ago General Grant took in this 
trip, and said that he never saw anything to 
Come up to the Ocklawaha, in all his travels 
around the world.

ELECTRIC ROADS. 


ne eee 


They Work Satisfactorily and With Little 
Expense. 
T. C. Martin, in the Electric World. 

Careful analysis cf the working of electric 
roads goes to prove that when operated with 
skill and discretion they are fifty per cent less 
expensive to run than horse railroads are. 
What does this mean? One thing it meansis 
that many reads can be built that would be out 
of the question with herses. Anotheris that 
roads not paying can be placed on a dividend 
basis. In 1888 out of nineteen horse reads re- 
porting in New York city, ten showed a deti- 
ciency. Last year their net earnings were 
much better, but it is evident that a horse road 
is not always a mine of wealth, though 
it may be of fertilizers. A third 
point is the establishing of a new class of in- 
vestments of a solid, enduring nature. It is 
within everyhody’s knowledge that the ac- 
enmulation of capital tends constantly to the 
reduction of interest to a minimum. There 
was atime when the long stocking and the 
iron chest were the common bankers. for the 
savings of the timid; and the capital that was 
bold earned the double reward of its bravery 
aid scarcity. As Walter Bagehot, the econo- 
mist, has remarked, the English people have 
always wanted to put their money into some- 
thing safe that will yield five per cent; and 
this is undoubtedly one reason why English 
capital, free and fluent, is so much a power in 
the finance cf the world, and why so much 
comes this way. As Mr. Bagehot says: In 
most countries most men are content to forego 
interest, but in more advanced countries at 
some times there are more savings seeking in- 
vestments than there are known investments 
for.’ Itis thus in America, so far as ‘“‘safe’’ 
investments are concerned, and by safe, I 
mean such as do not require the active care 
and ceaseless thought of the capitalist,but may 
be held-by trustees, widows, hospitals, univer- 
sities, savings banks and the like. The com- 
petition of capital for the best class of govern- 
ment bonds, municipal bonds railroad stocks, 
etc., has reduced the earnings on these to a 
very low figure, whether in America or 
England or Germany; and the result is that 
we see today, as never before, the plan- 
ning of enormous trusts and gigan- 
tic industrial enterprises, which repre- 
sent in no smail degree the endeavor of capital 
or savings still to enjoy its wonted income, but 
in newer fields. Now, I look upon the street 
railway business of the country, under the re- 
gime of electricity, as offering one of the best 
opportunities for local capital, and for what 
may be called the organization of local savings, 
which might otherwise lie around in napkins, 
like the unjust steward’s talent and be of no 
use to anybody. The capital in street railways 
in America today reaches from $175,000,000 to 
$200,000,000. If the statement I have 
made as to the superior econ- 
omy of electrical power be true, how 
much- greater becomes the earning capac- 
it¥ of this investment, how much greater are 
the attractions held out to construct the hun- 
dieds of new roads that are still wanted and 
will be called for as our towns and cities grow. 
Of course, 1 am aware that it may be gaid that 
this showing might lead to a demand for lower 
fares. It might, but the public is intelligent 
enough to know that other things are more 
necessary, such as better cars, with better heat 
and better light, improved tracks, faster run- 
ning time and shorter headway, so that the 
fifteen hundred million passengers on the 
street railroads every year may travel in all 
safety and comfort.

The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, April 16.—The stock market was 
again very dull today, especially for the general 
list and unlisted department. There was moder- 
ately good buying of all leading stocks upon slight 
concessions, but the demand no more than equal- 
ed the offerings.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, April 16.—Wheat — Trading again 
quite active, and the feeling developed econsidera- 
bly unsettied, and the action of the market took 
many of the operatcrs by surprise. The opening 
was about %%4c lower than the closing figures on 
*change yesterday, influenced by a rather bearish 
feeling and assisted by the weaker tone of Euro- 
pean advices. Buta batch of bad crop news was 
received which, together with rumored export 
purchases.at the seaboard, started an upturn in the 
market, and prices were advanced 3c for May, 234c 
for Juue and 244c for July above early inside fig- 
ures, then fluctuated somewhat,and the closing 
was 2c for May, 154c for June and 1!,c higher for 
July than the closing prices on ’c hange yesterday. 

Corn—There was a general speculative trade in 
this market, prices fluctuating frequently within 
ii@4e range. Early indications were for lower 
prices, but as the session advanced the market 
manifested considerable strength, which was not 
very well maintained at the close. The influences 
that affected values were in the main local. The 
market opened about *%c lower than the closing 
prices of yesterday with the feeling rather easy, 
A good demand then sprung up, a large local 
taking large quantities of May, and several com- 
mission houses were free buyers of July, and prices 
were forced up °c, cased off 44c, ruled steady and 
closed about the same as yesterday. 

Oats—At the opening operators were disposed to 
sell f a and produced a weak feeling and prices 
receded %e. The deciine induced free buying by 
shorts, offerings decreased, a stronger feeling pre- 
vailedand prices advanced 4a%%c. There was also 
good buying by several large operators, but on the 
advance offerings became large, and prices yielded 
a little, and the close was steady at W%@,c ad- 
vance for May,but about the same as yesterday 
for Juneand July. June and July were the weak- 
est, and sold at 144@%c under May. 

At the decline the demand was brisk, and prices 
rallied 8@90c. Later the market was nervous and 
unsettled, and prices receded 30@40c, rallied again 
to outside figures, declined 40 to 45c, and closed 
steady. 

Lard—Trading was quite active, especially about 
the middle of the session. Prices ruled rather 
weak early, and a decline of 244@5c was submitted 
to. Later the feeling was stronger and prices ad- 

vanced 175¢@20c, but settled back again 244@65c, 
and closed ‘steady. 

Short Rib Sides—An active trade was reported, 
and the feeling was firm. At the opening the 
feeling Was easy, and sales were made at Sa@tisc 
decline. Later the demand improved consider- 
ably, chiefly on local account, and prices were ad- 
vanced 174¢@20c on the whole range. Later the 
feeling was not quite so strong, and prices settled 
back 5@7\c and closed steady. 

Mess Pork—Quite an active business, and the 
market was greatly unsettled. Prices fluctuated 
widely, and it was almost impossible to satisfac- 
torily fill orders. The early sales were made5@10c 
advance, but with a little pressure to sell,a reduc- 
tion of 10@20c was submmitted to.
